Be it enacied by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :
CHAPTER 1

CITY BOUNDARIES.

Secrron 1, All that part of the county of Washington con-
tained within the limits and boundaries hereinafter described,
shall be a city by the name of Marine; and the people now Corporation
inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter inhabit within the
district of country herein described, shall be a municipal cor-
poration by the name of the City of Marine, and shall have
the general powers possessed by municipal corporations at
-«common law, and in addition thereto, shall possess the pow-
-ers hereinafter specially granted, and the authoritics thereof
shall bave perpetual snccession, and shall be capable of con-
tracting and being contracted with, of suing and being sued,
pleading and being impleaded in all Courts of law and equity,
and shall have a common seal, and may change and alter the
same at pleasure.

Sgc. 2. The territory included within the following boun-
daries and limits, shall constitute the city of Marine : Be- gyuhdaries
ginning at the north-east corner of township number thirty-
one (31), north range twenty {20), west of the fourth prin-
cipal meridian, running thence west to the middle of the
north-east quarter, section nambsr one (1), thence south one
mile and a half, to the middle of the east half of section
number twelve (12}, thence east to the middle of the Saint
Croix River, to the eastern boundary line of the State; thence
northerly along the State boundary line to its intersection
with the northern boundary line of township number thirty-
one (81) north, range 519) west, thence west along said
township line to the place of beginning ; Provided, That
nothing herein contained shall be deemed to exclude any

ortion of the City of Marine, from the limits of Washington
ounty.
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CHAPTER 1L
ELECTIONS.

Sgc 1. At the annual elections of city officers shall be-
Arnyal eles.  Deld on the second Tresdayin May of each year, at such place
within the city as the City Council shall designate, and the
polls shall be kept open from twelve o'clock at noon, uatil four
o'clock in the afternoon, and ten days previous, notice shall
be %riven by the City Council, of the time and place of
holding such elections, and the officers to be elected, by
Posting notices thereof, in at least three of the most publie
places in the city, or by publishing the same in at least cne
the papers printed in said city.
Sro, 2. The elective officers of the city shall be a Mayor,
Recorder, City Justice, and threo Councilmen. All other
Fleotive off- officers necessary for the proper management of the affairs
of the city, shall be appointed by the City Council. All elec-
tive officers shall hold their respective offices one yeéar, and
until their successors are elected and qualified ; Provided,
however, That the City Council shall have power for due cause
to expel any of their own members and remove from office at
Pleasure, any officer or agent under the city government, due
notice firet being given to 1he officer complained of.
Seo. 3. Whepever o vacancy shall occur in the office
Vacancies— of Mayor, such vacancy shall be filled by a new election,
bowfilled  which'ghall be ordered and held within twelve days after
gsuch vocancy shall oceur ; any vacancy occurring in any
other office, shall be filled by the City Council. The person
elected or appointed to fill a vacancy, shall hold his office and
discharge the duties thereof for the unexpired term, and with
the game rights and subject to the same liabilities as {he per-
8on whosge officc he may be elected or appointed to fill.
8rc. 4. All elections by the people shall be by ballot, and
a plurality of votes shall constitute an election; whenever
Ploralty vote tWO or more candidates for an office shall receive an equal
far sn elecHon number of votes for the same office, the election shall be de-
termined by the casting of lots in the presence of the Gity
gjouncil, at such time and in such manner as they may
rect.
Sko. 5. All persons cntitled to vote for County and State
Who may vote Officers, and who shall have resided in the city for four months,
next preceding the election, sball be entitled to vote for any
officer to be elected under this law, and to hold any office
hereby created.
Szc. 6. The elections in said city shall be held and con.
ducted by the City Councillors or any two of them, who shall
mg“m be Inspectors of Elections, and who shall take the oath or
affirmation prescribed by the general laws of this State, to
be taken by the Judges and Inspectors of Elections, and the
Recorder, or in his absence some person to be appointed by
the Inspectors shall be Clerk.
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The Inspectors shall bave power in the absence of the
Ret(i.lorder, to appoint a Clerk, and to administer the necessary
oaths.

Said elections shall be held and conducted in the same
manner and under the same penalties, and vacancies in the
Board of Inspectors thereof filled, ar required by the general
laws of this State regarding elections,

Sec, 7. If either of the Inspectors shall sespect that any
person offering to votc does not poasess the qualifications of Person :ﬁﬂns
an Elector, the Inspectors before receiving the vote of any posse
such person, shall require of him to take the following oath: qualification —
“You dv solemnly swear (or affirm as the case may be,) that %™
you are twenty-one years of age, that you are a citizen of
the United States, (or have declared your intentions to be-
come a citizen conformably to the laws of the United States,
on the subject of naturalization,) that you have resided in
this ¢ity four months, and that you have not voted at
this election, and that yon have made no bet or wager, or
become directly or indirectly inierested in any bet or
wager, depending on the result of this election.” And if
the person offering to vote shall take such oath, his vote shall
be received, otherwise, rejected. And if such person shall take
such oath falsely, he shall be guilty of a wilful and corrupt

perjury, and upon conviction thereof, upon indictment, shall
" suffer the punishment provided by law for persons guilty of
perjury. And if any person who i8 not u qualified voter
shall vote at any election, or shall vote more than once 8% pynatty for 1l
.any ono election, he shall be liable to indictmont, and on con-legal voting
viction thereof, shall forfeit and pay o sum not exceeding one
hundred dollars, nor less than twenty-five dollars, It shall be
the duty of the Inspectors to keep a list of all the names of
all persons whose votce may be challenged as aforesaid, and
who shall swear in their votes, and if any Inspector shall
knowingly and corruptly receive the vote of any person not
authorized to vote, or shall make out falso returns of an elec-
tion, or if any Clerk shall intentionally or corruptly fail to
write down the name of every voter as he votes, or shall
wilfully and corruptly make untrue and incorrect accounts
and tallies of votes, each and every suchInspector and Clerk
.shall be liable to indictment, and on conviction thereof, shall
severally forfeit and gay o sum not exceeding five hurdred
dollars. All such indictments shall be tried in the District
Oourt of the County of Washington.

Sec. 8. When an election shall be closed, and the number Retorn of votes
of votes for each candidate or person voted for, counted and Polled
ascertained, the said Inspectors shall make return thercof,
stating the number of votes for each person, for cach and
every office, and shall deliver, or cause to be delivered, such
returns to the City Recorder, who shall within five days, give
notice to esch of the persons so elected, of their respective
«lections, But at the first election under this Charter, the
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returns shall be made in the same manner as prescribed by
law for making returns of the clection of county officers.
Skc. 9. Special elections to fill vacancies, or for any other
fl{:::m eleo nurpose, shall be held and conducted by the Councilmen in
thesame manner, apd the returns thereof sboll be made in the
same form and manner a8 in general or annual elections, and
within such time as may be prescribed Ly ordinance.
Ske, 10. Any officer removing from this city, or any
officer who shall neglect or refuse, for ten days after notice
Vacation of of- of his election or appointment, to qualify and enter upon
fico the dutieg of his oftice, shall bo deemed to have vacated
his office, and the City Council may proceed to fill such
vacancy, a8 herein prescribed or provided by ordinance, not
in conflict with the provisions hereof,

Sgo. 11. Should there be afailure by the people to elect any
officer herein required to be elected on the duy designated,
the City Council may order a new election to be held, ten
days notice of the time and place of holding the same to be
given as in genecral elections.

CHAPTER 111

Failure to elect

OFFICERS,

Sec. 1. Every person appointed or elected to any office
under this Act, shall, before he enters upon the duties of his
g:th of ofice office, take and subacribe an oath of office, and file the same,
eity officers guly certified by the officer taking the same, with the Recorder
of the city; and the Treasurer and Marshal, and such other
officers as 'the City Council may direct, shall severally,
before entering upon the duties of their respective offices, ex-
ecute to the city of Marine, o bond with at least two sure-
ties, to be appruved by the Uity Council, and such bond shall
contain such conditions as the Oi.y Conncil may deem proper,
and they may, from time to time, require new or additional
bonds, and remove from office any ofticer refusing or neglect-
ing to give the same.

Sec. 2, The Mayer shall, when presegyt, preside over the
meetings of the City Council, and take care that the laws of
the State and the ordivances of the city be strictly enforced

Duties ofthe and duly observed, and that all other executive officers of
Mayor the city discharge their respective duties. The Mayor or
any two Councilmen may call apecial ;meetings of the City
COouneil. He shall inspect the conduct of all subordinate
officers, and cause negligence and persistant violatinngs of
doty to be prosecuted and ponished, apd may require of any
officer of the city, whenever ho may deem it necessary, an
exhibit of his booke and papers. He shall from time to time
communicate to the City Council, and recommend such
measures as he may deem advantageous to the city. He
shall have power to execute sll acts that mey be required
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of him by any ordinance made in pursuance of this Act, and
is hereby authorized to call upon every male inhabitant of
said city over the age of eighteen years, to aid in enforcing
the laws and ordinances, and in case of riot,to call out any
volunteer companies of the city, to aid him in suppressing the
same in corrying into effect any law or ordinance; any person
who ghall not obey such call, shall forfeit to the city a fine
lnol: exceeding twenty-five dollars, and not less than five del-
ars,

See. 8. In casethe Mayor shall be guilty of any willfal op-
pression or corrupt partiality in the discharge of the duties Penalty forim-
of hig office, he shall be liable to indictment, and on convic-proper dis-
tion threof, shall pay a fine of not more than five hundred charge of du-
dollars, and the Court shall have power, (upon the recom-
mendation of the jury in the case,) to add to the judgment
for the fine, that he be removed from office,

Ska. 4. In casc the Mayor is absent from any meeting
of the City Council, they shall proceed to elect of their own ﬂ':':“ of
number a temporary presiding officer, who for the time being =7
shall discharge all the duties of Mayor. '

_In case of the absence of the Mayor from the city, or
his inability from any reason to discharge the duties of his
office, the Council shall elect, by ballot, from their own num-
ber, an officer who shall be styled Acting Mayor, and all acts

erformed by him shall have the same force and validity as
if performed by the Mayor.

Bc. 5 The Recorder shall keep the corporate seal and all
the records of the city, and keep a record of all the pro-
ceedings of the City Council. He shall draw and countersign City Clerk--his
all orders on theTreasury, in pursuance of any order or resolu- duties
tion of the City Council, and keep a full and accurate account
thereof in a book provided for that purpose, and make a full
and fair record of all the by-laws, rules or ordinances made
or passed by the City Council. The Recorder shall have power
to administor cathe or affirmations, and copies of all papers
filed in his office, and transcripts from the records of the
City Council, certified to by him under the corporate seal,
shall be evidence in all Courts in like manner ag if the
originals were produced. He shall report annually, on or
about the first day of June, o the Council, an estimate of
the expenses of the city for the carrent year, and the
revenues necessary to be raised therefor, and the fiscal year
of the city shall commence on the first day of June. He
shall make or canse to be made estimates of the expense of
any work to be done by the city, and countersign all con-
tracts made in behalf of the city, and all certificates of work
by any officer of the City Council. He shall negotiate, be-
tween the first of June nnd the collection of taxes for the
same year, such temporary loans for the city as the City Coun-
cil may direct, anticipating the revenue for the current year,
and such loan ghall be subject to the approval of the City Coun-
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cil. He shall examine the report, books, papers, vouchers and
accounts of the Treasurer, and from time to time, perform such
other duties as the Council shall direct. All claims against the
city, before they are allowed by the City Council, shall be
aadited and adjudfed by the Mayor. The Recorder shall
keep a record of all his acts and doings, which record shall
be at all times open to the inspection of all parties interested.
He shall not be directly or indirectly interested in any con-
{iract or job to which the city is a party, or in any loan to be
negotiated by the city.
Gty Attorne gxc. 6. The City Council shall have power to clect an
mt’duue, 7 Attorney for the city, who shall perform the duties incident
to his office, and when required shall furnish written opinions
upon any anbject submitted to him by the City Council or its
Committees.
. Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging:
Eﬁ E;&::““ to the city, and keep an accurate and detniled account thereof,
in such manner as the City Council shall from time to time
direct. Tho Treasurer shall exhibit to the City Council at
least fifteen days before the annual election or sooner if re-
quired by them, a full and detailed account of all the receipts
und expenditures after the date of the last annual report,
and also the state of the treasury, which accounts shall be
filed with the Recorder.
City Marshal] Sec. 8. The Marshal shall execute such orders as are
A duties . made, und perform such duties as arc prescribed by the City
Council, for the coliection of tolls, license money and fines,
for ihe proservation of the public peace, for the good order
cleanliness and Fovernment of the city, and for all other pur
oses. He shall possess the powersof o constable at common
aw, and under the statutes of this State and receive like
fees, but shall not serve civil process ¢xcept when the ¢ity iz
a porty, and shall be collector of taxes.
8ec. 9. The City Council shall have power, to require from
Forther dutles {ime to time, other and further dutics to be performed by
ty officers o hy officer whose duties are herein prescribed, and to ap-
point such other officers as may be necessary to carry into
effect the provisions of this Act, and to prescribe their duties
and for tho compensation of all officers elected vr eppointed
by them. Such compensation shall be fixed at the time the
office is created, or at the commencement of the year, and
shall not be increased or diminished during the time such
officor shall remain in office. The City Council may at any
time fix the compensation of any officer or committee for any
incidental service by them performed.
Printer for the OkC- 10. The City Qouncil at their first meeting in each
-oity year, or as soon thereafter as may be, shall designate one or
two newspapers, in their discretion, printed in the city, in
which shall ve published all ordinances and other proceed-
ings and matters required by this Act, as by the byi’aws or
ordinances of the City Council to be published in a public
newspaper.
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Eg0. 11 The city printer or printers, immediately after
the publication of any notices, ordinance, or resolution,
or other matters which by this Act is, or by city ordinsnce Afldaritaet

CHAPTER 1V
THE CITY COUNCIL—ITS GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES,

Sec. 1. The Mayor and Councilmen shall constitate the
City Council, and ihe style of all ordinances shall be: “The
City Council of the City of Marine do ordain.” pThe City Council
shall meet at such time and place as they shall direct, and
a majority shall constitute a quorum. But the first City
Council elected under this Act, sball meot at the District
School Houae, on the first Monday in June at seven o'clock,
P. M. The ity Council shall determine the rules of its pro-
ceedings, and be judges of the election and qualification of
their own members, and bave power 1o compel the attend-
ance of absent members,
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Sec. 2. The City Council shall have the control and man-pyyes of the
agement of the finances and of all the property of the city, conneil
and the City Council shall likewise have full power and au-
tority to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, alter,
modify, correct and repeal all such ordinances, rules and by-
laws for the government and good order of the cily, and for
the suppression of vice, as they shall deem expedient, and
declare and impose penalties by fine and imprisonment, or
both, and to enforce the same against any person or persons
who may violate any of the provisions of such ordinances,
rules, by-laws, and such ordinances, rules, and by-laws aro
hereby declared to be, and have the full force of law, and for
these purposes, shall have authority by ordinance, resolutions,
or by-laws; Provided, That they be not repugnant to the Con-
stitution and laws of the United States, or of this State.

First. To license and regulate the exhibition of common
showmen or showa of any kind, or the exhibition of caravons,
circases, or theatrical performances, billiard tables, bowling To grant licenz
saloons, and to provide for the abatement and rcmoval of all
nuisances under the ordinances or at common law, or under
this Act, and to grant licenses, and to regulate groceries,
taverns, victualing houses, and all persons vending or dealing
in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxicating liquors;
Provided, That the license for so dealing in spirituons, vinous,
fermented, mixed, or intoxicating liquors, shall be at least
ono hundred dollars a year, and as much higher ns the Coun-
cil shall direcf, and that no licenco shall be granted for a less
term than one year.

bling tables, and to prohibit the use of all gambling devices :,:ﬁhi and

city, and to restrain and prohibit any person from vending,
giving, or dealing in spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed or
intoxicating liquors of any kind, and impose such restric-
tions, or prohibiting by fine er imprisonment, or by both fine
and imprisonment,

Third. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, disor-
derly assemblages, suppress and restrain disorderly houses
or groceries, and houses of il-fame, and to authorze the 3‘;3'3:“‘
destruction of all instruments used for the purpoees of gam-
ing, and of all spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed, or intox-
icating liquors of any kind, that may be kept for gale or dealt
in contrary to any ordinance of the city.

To compel the owner or ocoupant of any grocery,
cellars, tallow chandlers shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, To makehealth
barn, privy, sewer, ocr other unwholesome or nauseous Fegalations

the same with the City Recorder.
Sec 2. Such notice ehall state [that,] on.a certain day

8, If the damages to any pergon be greater than the
benefits received, or if the benefits be greater than the dam-
ages, in either case the Commissioners shall strike a balance
and carry the difference forward to the other column, so that
the assessment shall show what amount is to be received or

aid by such owner or owners, or persons interested respect-
ively, and the difference only shall in any case be collected of
them or payable to them,

Sec. 9. If the lands or buildings belong to different per-
gong, or if the lands be subject to lease, judgment, mortgage
or lien, or if there be any estate in it less than estate in fee,
the injury done to such person or interest respectively, may
be awarded to them by the Commissioners lese the benefits
resulting to them respectively from the proposed appropria-
tion to the public use.

Sec, 10. Iaving ascertained the damages and expenses
of the proposed improvement as aforesaid, the said Commis-
sioners sball thereupon apportion and asgess the same, to-
gether with the cost of the proceedings, from the real eatate
by them deemed benecfitted, in proportion to the benefits re-
sulting thereto from the proposed improvement, as nearly as
may be; and shall, as near as may be, describe the real es-
tate upon which this assessment may be made, The award
of said Commiesioners shall be signed by them, together with
the testimony taken, and returned to the City Council within
the time limited in this order of appointment. Should they
fail so io do, they shall receive no compensation for their
services, and the City Council shall appoint new Commis-
sioners, unless forther time is granted, to the said first ap-
pointed Commigsioners, which further time the City Council
may by order grant.

The said assessment shall be collected by the
Marshal in the same manner as he is by law empowered
to collect taxes upon personal property, and the return of
the Marshal shall bo conclusive evidence of that fact.

When only a part of a iract of land or other
premises so under lease or contract, shall be taken as
aforesaid, all the covenanis, coniracts, and agreements
respecting the same upon the confirmation of such report,
shall, as aforesaid, be abeolutely discharged as to the part
thereof so taken, but shall remain valid as to the residue
thereof, and the rents, considerations and payments re-
served, payable and to be paid fur in respect to the same,
shall be so apportioned that the part thereof justly and equi-
tably payable for such residue, and no more, shall be paid
for in respect to the same.

Sgo. 17. Any person whose property is taken, or against

Sec. 2. All actions brought to recover ary penaliy or
forfeiture under this Act, or the ordinances, by-laws, or po-
lice or health regulations, made in pursuance thereof, shall
be brought in the corporate name of the city. It shall be
lawful to declare generally in debt for such penalty or for-
feiture, etating the clause of the Act, by-laws, ordinance or
regulation under which the forfeiture as claimed, and to give
the special matter in evidence under it.

the same manner and with like effect as appeals are taken
from and granted by Justices of hte Peace to the District
Court under the general laws of this State.

The first election for city officers of the holding
of which the passage of this Act shall be deemed sufficient
notice, shall be held on the second Tuesday of May next, at
the District school house, and be conducted by three inapec-
tors, who shall be chosen by the voters at the poll of elec-
tion, before said polls are opencd; and eaid inspectors shail
be governed by the provisions of Section 6, Chapter two, of
this Act. .
